Detwiler Plan 
Has Weaknesses 


Edmonton has wanted new 
buildings, an auditorium and 
parking and market facilities so 
badly, and there have been so 
many disappointing features and 
dashed hopes that one can un- 
derstand the anxiety of the city 
council to see the Detwiler pro- 
ject go through. Yet, as that 
proposition now stands it should 
be turned down flat, 

Mrs. Rose Wilkinson in the 
legislature was wishing Calgary 
could secure such a Santa Claus. 
Mrs. Wilkinson should not worry 
about that. In the first place the 
only Santa Claus in this picture 
would be the city of Edmonton 
and if Calgary wanted to secure 
buildings on the terms suggested 
for Edmonton, there would be 
any number of financial houses 
begging for the chance to make 
@ similar killing. 

The whole point turns on two 
items: ‘Percentage of net revenue’ 
and ‘98-year lease.’ 

The financial backers would 
put up 20 million dollars and 
there are plenty with that kind 
of money to invest, at least on 
attractive terms. We can over- 
look the fact that the deal would 
involve a virtual gift of the choice 
business property in Edmonton. 
There are dozens of organizations 
that would be glad to build if 
they secured choice land free. 
There are many who would build 
even after paying: a good stiff 
price for a proper location. 


Rentals 
Charged 


Then comes this ‘net’ business. 
Mearfing that when the buildings 
are occupied, rents will be 
charged. Out of that income the 
interest on the 20 million will be 
paid. Then, since the buildings 
are to be written off in 25 years, 
it means that enough money will 
be set aside to cover that, Next 
the cost of operation will be paid. 
Finally, if there is anything left, 
Edmonton receives 25 per cent 

This means that at the end of 
25 years, these financiers will 
have all their money back with 
interest in full. They will have 
their buildings paid for and for 
the next 75 years they will col- 
lect a profit of 75 per cent of the 
revenue without having to pay 
any municipal taxes at all. 

Every investor faces the fact 
that in any investment the taxes 
must be paid first and then, after 
that, the investor gets his money. 

In the Detwiler case the in- 
vestor will come first. He will 
get his money even though the 
city gets nothing. That is a 
tremendous advantage. But Mr. 
Detwiler is also going to get his 
money back ahead of the city.

British Electors 


Voted Moderation 


The indecisiveness of the Brit- 
ish elections may make it hard 
for the government to take bold 
action on pressing questions !n- 
volving relations with Washing- 
ton and Europe 

But it is an error to compare 
Mr. Attlee’s new government with 
the French. The French third 
force represents a dead, not a 
dynamic centre, and is actually 
held hostage by the De Gaullists 
on the Right and the Communisis 
on the Left—in @ffect, paralyzed. 

In Britain, there is nothing to 
the Right of Mr. Churchill's party, 
or to the Left of Mr. Attlee’s. It 
is worth more than passing notice 
that for the first time in 28 years, 
not a single Communist was elect- 
ed. Labor will either manage to 
get its measures through, or be 
replaced by a new government, 

The Conservatives may choose 
to let Labor have its budget, 
which comes up in April, for it 
will be tough, whoever sponsors 
it. But Conservatives and Liberals 
will fight vigorously when Labor 
tries to put through nationaliza- 
tion of stee] next January. With 
a handful of absentees or defec- 
tions, the Labor government 
could then fall—and, if it lasts 
that long, probably will. For it is 
no secret that numbers of Labor- 
ites are cool on this issue and 
may bolt party discipline in view 
of the swing in ‘public opinion. 
British 
Vitality 

In any case, the vote was trib- 
ute to the vitality of British de- 
mocracy. At no time have Britons 
been more conscious of the bene- 
fits and responsibilities of politi- 
cal freedom, which always in- 
cludes the right to change one’s 
mind. In foul weather, 84.2 per 
cent of all qualified voters got to 
the polls—and without the means 
of transportation provided by 
American parties, but forbidden 
in Great Britain 

The vote shows the nation al- 
most exactly divided. Labor had 
a bare majority of seats, but no 
popular plurality at all. Some 
2,000,000 more citizens voted for 
Conservatives and small parties 
who reject Labor's program than 
voted for Labor 

But one can overrate and mis- 
interpret this division, as Labor, 
to its own undoing, overrated 
and misinterpreted {ts sensational 
victory in 1945, That vote was no 
proof that a majority of Britons 
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Look at ft in this way. If the 
city borrowed that money—and it 
certainly could borrow for such 
a revenue project, particularly 
when not only the buildings but 
the city itself would be security, 
the city could build those build- 
ings on the same basis, It could 
‘also pay the interest and princip- 
al, just as will be the case under 
the Detwiler scheme, but if it did 
that, then at the end of 25 years 
the city would get 100% of the 
revenue and not just 25%. 

Yet the only difference in al- 
lowing the Detwiler plan to go 
through is that Edmonton will 
donate 75% of the revenue for 
75 years. A profit of 75% of the 
net revenue for 75 years after 
you have got your principal and 
interest in full, ts certainly a 
healthy profit for any investment 
group. Yet that is exactly what 
this proposal amounts to, 

But there is another feature. 
Most buildings pay heavy taxes 
and thus they can only reduce 
office rents so far before going 
broke, With the Detwiler build- 
ings, it would be easy to cut 
rents as low as necessary be- 
cause, so long as they collected 
enough to pay'principal and in- 
terest and operating costs, it 
would make no difference wheth- 
er there was anything left for the 
city.

As a matter of fact, there Is 
nothing to suggest that the build- 
ings would ever be rented for 
enough to give the city anything. 

In that case, the investors 
would still be getting all their 
money and they would be able 
to operate tax free.

Taken in its clearest form, this 
proposition offers the Investors 
a gilt-edged security and makes 
certain they will get thelr money 
back, but § assures nothing to 
Edmonton and it takes three- 
quarters of the profit. That is 
too one-sided a deal for anyone 
to take. 

The city counc!] is as anxious 
as anyone to get something go- 
ing, but, in spite of the dressing, 
this deal needs drastic changing 
before it can be considered for 
one minute.

In short, the vote would seem 
to register that Britons stand at 
the extreme centre, It cannot be 
interpreted as a vote to stop 
moving, but it indicates a desire 
to move slower and more pru- 
dently, 

It was, it seems to me, a vote 
for moderation against extrem- 
ism, registering that fully half 
the British people think the 
“bloodless revolution” has gone 
far enough, 

Radicals in power with im- 
mense majorities tend toward 
idealistic intemperance—the trap 
that catches even the noblest 
spirits. They convince them- 
selves that they represent the 
voice of the people, which al- 
ways will sing the same tune. 
Radical leadership is usually doc- 
trinaire. But the peopie are not. 
They live, learn, judge, and 
choose, according to experience, 
shifting their weight according 
to how the shoe pinches, Appar- 
ently British Socialism has pinch- 
ed too many feet in too many 
places—as the Tory government 
between the two wars left too 
many people without shoes at all. 
A shift of votes is always a regis- 
ter of ouches. 

And—if the lesson is learned— 
it will be highly salutary to both 
Socialists and Conservatives. It 
lends no confirmation at all to 
the 99 per cent majorities on 
which the “new democracies” 
base their claims, A people which 
never changes its mind js an en- 
élaved people—always.

OTTAWA, March 4.—(BUP)—A Turkish trade of- 
ficial said today his country wanted to treble its purchases 
in Canada and hit about $40,000,000 a year.

said Turkey could very easily in- 
crease its imports of Canadian 
goods from 1949's $14,000,000 to be- | 
tween $30,000,000 and $40,000,000. 


“PRICES JUST RIGHT” 

“Turkey at the present time 
needs many types of goods produc- 
ed in Canada,” he said, “We would 
like to hit the $40,000,000 figure be- 
cause Canadian prices are just 
right for us.” 

Kavadar said, however, that while 
Turkish imports this year would 
probably exceed their 1949 figure, a 
$40,000,000 business was out of the 
question for the time being because 
his country, like most others in that 
part of the world, was short of dol- 
lars with which to pay. 

Kavadar said the Marshall Plan 
might be able to solve the dififi- 
culty. 

He eaid he hoped arrangements 
could be worked out for Turkey to 
use more Marshall Plan dollars this 
year to boost its purchases of Cana- 
dian products, 


CANADA BUYS MORE 

In the meantime, Canada could 
help stimulate Turkish buying here 
by buying more from Turkish 
firms, he said. Kavadar said that 
Turkey bought $14,000,000 worth of 
Canadian goods in 1949 but Cana-

CHICAGO, March 4,—(AP.)—The Lord’s Prayer has 
en translated into virtually every tongue known to man. 
Gvery day it is on the lips of men in church or home. 
It remained for three young brothers who have been 
singing together since childhood to bring it into a swank 
night club where it has proved “a hit.” 


The Lind brothers—Phil, Murray 
and Dale—set the prayer to music 
with. the help of Larry Gordon, a 
Walt Disney music arranger. They 
say it is the first time the Lord's 
Prayer ever has been used in a 
night-club act, 


FAR FROM GOAL 


The brothers are a long way from 
the goal set for them by their 
father, Joshua Lind, president of 
the Cantor and Ministers’ Associa- 
tion of the United States and Can- 
ada, When he first coached them 
in religious music he thought they 
would follow the steps of five gen- 
erations of Linds who have been 
Cantors. 

The brothers at an early age be- 
came the only trio of Cantors in 
the United States. It wasn't long 
before the boys thought they 
should carry the beauty of relig- 
j4ous music to people who normally 
would never hear it. 

They sang at wedding parties 
and then expanded operations to 
include club dates. But it wasn't 
until they were in the army, serv- 
ing in the Pacific war theatre, that 
they decided to turn professional 
and sing in theatres and night 
clubs. 


OBJECTED FIRST 

“When we told Dad about it, he 
first objected,” Dale said. “Then 
he decided everybody can serve in 
his own way.” 

In appearing in night clubs and 
theatres the brothers always have 


unusual fare for the wining and 
dining trade. Of course all their 
music is not of serious or religious 
nature, They mix in some novelty 
songs. 

“We don't want anybody to get 
an idea that we're preaching here,” 
the brothers said. “That's why we 
bring in something light, so they 
can go home feeling gay. Then, 
;when they're home, that's when 
they think about the other songs 
and that's when it probably means 
most.”

Canadian Spy Probe 
Heard Fuchs Named 


OTTAWA, March 4.—(CP)—Canada’s 1946 espionage 
probe is believed to have furnished a vital piece of evidence 
that helped lead to the conviction of Dr. Klaus Fuchs, the 
German-born British atomic scientist who got 14 years in 
prison this week for spying for Russia. 


Both RCMP and justice depart- 
mem officials have refused com- 
ment on London reports that have 
attributed the trapping of Fuchs 
to a Soviet agent's notebook un- 
earthed by the mounties’ counter- 
espionage men. 

I wes learned, however, from un- 
official but reliable sources that 
Fuchs’ name was found in a note 
book or other document the moun- 
ties dug up in connection with the 
1846 probe. The document was 
among a considerable number of 
material never made public

|name of the slayer of Verigin, | 
their leader who came from Russia 
50 years ago. 

DIED IN BOMBING 

Verigin died in the bombing of a 
Canadian Pacific Railway train 
[near Farrin, B.C., in 1924, Eight | 
others died with him, but responsi- 
bility for the blast was never 
placed. 

The latest declaration—offered to 
the Canadian government and the 
people of Canada-—declared: 

“We had no part in the bomb | 
death. We are asking you to re- 
veal to us the culprits wno have 
taken the life of our leader, | 
Peter. If you fail to reveal to us 
the culprits... we will forsake 
our livelihoods and will ¢om- 
mence a trek from Canada...” 
The statement implied the Sons 

considered Verigin their personal 
leader, Actually, he was considered 
leader of the entire Doukhobor
